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THE CRUX OF THE PROBLEM. 
Mr. Nicholas Iloostvelt, in a long 
article in the New York Tribune, to 
which that new spaper accords great 
prominence, 
gives 
an excellent pre­ 
sentation of the real problem before 
the coming disarmament 
conference. 
Says Mr, Roosevelt: 
“ Elimination of specific 
causes of 
w ar among the great powers, limita­ 
tion or reduction 
of armaments and 
the creation of practical machinery to 
settle disputes between nations— these 
are the aims of the conference that 
will be held in Washington in Novem­ 
ber. 
“To say that disarmament is thfe be- 
all and the end-all of the conference is 
to confuse a method with an object. If 
some of the causes of friction between 
nations can be eliminated and peace 
thereby 
prolonged, 
the 
conference 
will not have been in vain. If a limita- 
tion of armaments can be agreed upon 
the first step 
toward a sensible ad­ 
justment of a dangerous problem will 
have been taken. 
If, besides this, an 
association of nations to enforce peace* 
can be started 
on a practical 
basis, 
there is hope that the foundation of a 
saner system of international relation- 
sib p can be laid. So long as it is prac­ 
tical, even a modest beginning will be 
a great achievement. 
*

“It is still 
too 
early to 
foretell 
w hether the League, Association, Al­ 
liance or Understanding of Nations to 
Enforce Peaoe, which it is hoped will 
be formed at the conference, can best 
be m ade effective by utilizing parts of 
the Wilson League, or by the accept­ 
ance or creation 
of an 
International 
Court, or by a new association of the 
great powers. 
One thing alone stands 
out— that any kich association, if it 
is to be practical, must possess the po­ 
lice power to 
enforce 
its 
decisions. 
This moral force of justice and right 
may be very great, but justice is no 
less just for being strong nor is right 
any the less right because it is backed 
by might.” 
Mr. Roosevelt sees the fundam ental 
facta clearly. 
Of vastly greater im­ 
portance than anything else is the for­ 
mation of such an international assoc­ 
iation as he describes. 
Without such 
an association or league of nations, no 
real disarmament is possible, because 
before the nations can disarm they 
must provide some other method than 
w ar for the settlement of disputes and 
they must be prepared to compel re­ 
sort to that method. 
The League plan 
met these conditions and that is why it 
was incomparably the best plan for 
disarmament ever devised. The W ash­ 
ington conference will have to meet 
these conditions, too, it' it is to accom­ 
plish anything real or lasting in the 
way of disarmament. 
It is 
because 
they do not meet these conditions and 
m ake no attem pt to meet them that 
the various 
halfbaked 
disarmament 
plans, like that 
of Senator 
Borah, 
which have been proposed, are use­ 
less. 
It is rather surprising that the New 
York Tribune, which has become a 
bitter opponent of the League, should 
give such approving prominence to an 
article which is really a powerful a r­ 
gument for the League plan.

Edison’s remarks, not only because he 
is Mr. Edison, the great inventor, but 
also because he has a knack of c h o o s ­ 
ing subjects in which people are in­ 
terested. 
This time he is discussing 
whiskey and tobacco. 
Prohibition, he declares, is an ex­ 
cellent thing, “the greatest thing in 
America today.” 
He is heartily in fa­ 
vor of it, 
thinks 
it is working won­ 
ders, and believes that it will work 
still greater wonders. Bui the reform­ 
ers who would 
make 
prohibition in­ 
clude also tobacco find no friend and 
ally in him. 
He is as strongly in favor 
of tobacco as he is adverse to w hiskey. 
Mr. Edison 
is 
a smoker, a great 
smoker, a smoker of black cigars. He 
has been smoking them so long that 
he cannot remember when he began; 
and he points to himself as proof that 
smoking wyi 11 not hurt a man provided 
he doesn’t smoke cigarettes which he 
regards as harmful 
because 
of the 
burning paper. 
In thus singling out 
cigarette-smoking as the only harm ­ 
ful kind, he is in disagreement with 
many modern physicians and special­ 
ists who take 
the 
exactly 
opposite 
view*, but this fact will hardly weaken 
his faith in the correctness of his opin­ 
ion. 
Mr. Edison, great man that he is in 
his own field, is probably no better 
qualified than thousands of other men 
to discuss the question of prohibition 
in any or all of its several aspects or 
to tell us what tobacco in its various 
forms will or will not do to us. 
In­ 
deed, there are 
thousands 
of 
men 
much better qualified than Mr. Edison 
to throw light on these matters. 
But 
that makes no difference. 
Thomas- A. 
Edison is Thomas A. Edison. 
Every­ 
body knows him; and this country has 
about reached the point where it ac­ 
cepts him as the ultimate authority on 
everything.
